The following lots comprise the more important remaining items 
of this interesting collection, of which part was exhibited at the Colonial 
Erhibition in London, 1886. Reference was made to the exhibition in 
the “ Times” (in an article which is on view with the objects), in the 
“ Illustrated London News” and other publications at the time, pointing 
out the extraordinary interest and rarity of the collection. So far as we 
can trace, no ornaments of the kind havebeen offered in the open market 
except a small number in a sale which took place at our Rooms in 
Wellington Street on 11th December, 1911, when a collection of similar 
gold objects taken from Lake Guatavita in the Colombian’ Andes, which 
was drained on purposéd to discover them, were sold. 


Lhe collection now offered consists of about 165 items, mostly in 
gold, but some in copper alloy or other base metal, found in tombs of the 
aboriginal native tribes, Chibchas, Quimbayas and Caribeans, which, 
before the discovery of America and the Spanish Conquest, inhabited 
what is now the territory of the Republic of Colombia. There are other 
collections in the National Museum of Colombia and in some of thei 
most important museums of the world, but, by law, no further objects 
of the kind may be exported from their native land and it is hardly 
probable that any further collections of such historic, artistic and 
scientific interest and importance remain in private ihands. Considering 
the peculiar significance and value of this collection, one of the very few 
available for the study of the primitive inhabitants of the New W orld, 
if would be perferable to keep the collection intact.
